Blaine suggests an amendment to the 
tariff bill authorizing the p resident to 
declare the p orts of the United States 
free to the p roducts of any American 
nation up on which no ex p ort dues are 
charged, so long as such nations shall 
admit free to its p orts the manufactures 
and p roducts of the United States. 
The p resident, in transmitting the 
communication, say s: 
“It has been so often and so p ersist­ 
ently stated that our tariff laws offered 
an insurmountable barrier to a large ex ­ 
change of p roducts with the Latin- 
American nations that I deem it p rop er 
to call esp ecial attention to the fact that 
more than 87 p er cent, of the p roducts 
of those nations, sent to our p orts, are 
now admitted free. If sugar is p laced 
up on the free list p ractically ev ery im­ 
p ortant article ex p orted 
from those 
states will he giv en untax ed access to 
our markets ex cep t wool. 
The real 
difficulty in the way of negotiating 
Erofitable recip rocity treaties is that we 
av e giv en freely so much that would 
hav e had v alue in the mutual conces­ 
sions which such treaties imp ly . 
“I cannot doubt, howev er, that the 
p resent adv antages which the p roducts 
of these near and friendly states enjoy 
in our markets, though they are not by 
law ex clusiv e, will, with other consider­ 
ations, fav orably disp ose them to adop t 
such measures, by treaty or otherwise, 
as will tend to equalize and greatly en­ 
large our mutual ex changes. It will 
certainly be time enough for us to con­ 
sider whether we must cheap eu the cost 
of p roduction by cheap ening labor, in 
order to gain access to the South Ameri­ 
can marlfet&, when \y e l^iv e fairly tm tl 
the effect of established and reliable 
steam communication and of conv enient 
methods of moRey ex changes. 
There 
can be no doubt. I think, that with these 
.facilities well established, and with a re­ 
bate of duties up on imp orted raw ma­ 
terials used in the manufacture of goods 
for ex p ort, our merchants will be able 
to comp ete in the p orts of the Latin- 
Ameri^aj^ motions with those of any 
Other country !”“ 
“If, after the congress shall hav e 
acted up on p ending tariff legislation, it 
shall ap p ear that under the g en ial 
treaty -making p ower, or under any sp e­ 
cial p owers giv en by law, our trade 
with the states rep resented in the con­ 
ference can be enlarged up on a basis of 
material adv antage, it will be p romp tly 
done.”

it was seen that the town had suffered a 
fearful stroke. 
Not a thing was left 
standing In the path of the cdclone, and 
where once stood a score of comfortable 
homes there were now but scattered 
riling 
The names of the persons killed 
in the surrounding country’ cannot yet 
l>e learned, as the telegraph wires were 
blown down and there is no communi­ 
cation with Pawpaw save by carrier. 
At the scene of the calamity, near 
Earlville, search was made Fridav night 
for the bodies of those who perished in 
the school house. 
Soon as the down- 
pouring subsided so that it was possible 
to get out those living near came to 
rescue, and worked like heroes in the 
search for the dead and dying and in the 
rescue of horses and stock carried into 
the streams. 
At the school house J acob 
Rudolph was the first on the scene, and 
in crossing a swollen stream between his 
residence and the school house he was 
carried down, but saved himself by 
grasping an overhanging limb of

The section of the constitu ­ 
tion which gives this power has never 
been carried into fu ll effect by the nec­ 
essary legislation. 
No honest commu ­ 
nity nor any honest p arty men can 
p roperly complain of a stringent elec­ 
tion law, so long as its provisions apply 
to all alik e, and do not deprive any man 
of his right to vote and protect him in 
the exercises of that right.

C o l o r a d o S p r i n g s , Ju n e 
17t h , 1S9 0. 
To t h e E d i t o r o f t h e R e p u b l i c a n : 
I scarcely know where to begin my 
description of the wonders and the beau­ 
ties to be found on every side, but per­ 
haps it would be best to say a few worda 
about the city itself and hereafter to take 
up its surroundings. 
It was laid out in 
18 71, by men sagacious enough to under­ 
stand the great possibilities of its future 
and to provide for them . 
The streets 
running north and south are 
100 feel 
wide alternating with avenues 140 feet. 
The cross streets are the same width as 
are also the avenues only that every 
third is an avenue instead of second.

The atm osphere is so pare and vivify ing 
that it is absolutely a pleasure to live 
and breathe. 
You feel the ex ilerating 
effects as y ou would a glass of cham ­ 
pagne. 
T hat soul m ust indeed be dull, 
that amid all these scenes of sublim ity 
and beauty does not appreciate His bless­ 
ings. 
The city is built on a plateau or 
mesa about 6,000 feet above the level of 
the sea and ex tending four miles north 
and south and two miles from east to 
west. 
It is sheltered on the west by the 
lofty ridges and cores of Rocky m oun­ 
tains, on the north by the ex tending 
spur of the m ountains known as the 
Divide, on the east by bluffs and on the 
south west by the Chey enne mountains. 
Its sheltered situation, surrounded on 
every side, ex cept the south-east, by lofty 
elevations, it is protected 
from 
the 
icy blasts of winter and the storm s of 
sum m er. 
There are two creeks passing 
through the west part of the city aDd 
uniting below. One is M onument and 
the other Fountaine (its full name is 
Fountaineque Bouille, so term ed by the 
early French ex plorers, from the gash­ 
ing efferrescent springs at M anitou, 
literally the fountain that boils.) 
Every 
canon and gulch contributes its quota 
of cold pure water to increase the volume 
of the Fountaine and the Monument. 
The valley of the M onument is broad 
and fertile, as it flows south to the 
Pueblo to contribute its waters to the 
Arkansas river. 
In my last I spoke of the ex tensive 
range of elevated pasture land, on the 
north, as the Divide. 
It is so called be­ 
cause on the one side the waters flow to 
the south, and on the other to the north. 
The population of the city is 10,000. 
The Presby terians have a large and 
moet beautiful church, built of finely - 
dressed whi e lava atone, with 
m a g L ifi- 
cent colored-glass windows, a grand or­ 
gan, and all the internal arrangem ents 
tastefnl and elegant. 
The Congrega­ 
tional church is also a massive and elab­ 
orate affair, also of white stone. 
There 
are also several other fine churches, bat 
ca nD o t compare with these. 
The depots are generally ornam ented 
buildings of fine red sand-stone from 
the m ountains. 
There are inex austable 
quarries of the wnite lava stone, two or 
tnree shades of the red sand-stone, and 
the best quality of the dark granite. Of 
course we have many business bouses 
and a large num ber of magnificent resi­ 
dences built of these lasting materials. 
I think there are more real:y palatial res­ 
idences here than in any city I have ever 
visited. 
There are two good and suffi­ 
cient reasons for this. 
The first is that 
all who came here at an early day have 
become verv rich, ami are able and wil­ 
ling to build as fine honses as their fam ­ 
ilies may desire. 
In the second piace 
many m illionaires from the East and 
from England have sought the Rocky 
M ountain resort in the hope that it 
m ight prove a true sanitarinm for either 
themselves or a loved m em ber of the 
family circle suffering from some pulm o­ 
nary trouble. In this their fondest hopes 
have been realized, and they have made 
a home sheltered by the grand old 
Rockies, where they can breath the 
pure air, and every day enjoy the grand 
and wild scenery around them. 
There 
are six great railroads running into the 
city loaded with home seekers, health 
seekers and pleasure seekers. 
There

HE PREACHES ON THE COWARDLY 
DAUGHTER-IN-LAW. 


The Brooklyn Divine Gives Another Evi­ 
dence of His Geniu s in the Lessons He 
Draws from the Book of Ru th—The 
Sermon in Fu ll. 


Brooklyn 
. Ju ne 22.—Dr. Talmage 
gives another evidence of his geniu s in 
his sermon for today. 
The Book of 
Ru th has fu rnished the su bject for 
many sermons, bu t they have natu ral­ 
ly been concerned with the central 
character of that beau tifu l story; it re­ 
mained for the p op u lar Brooklyn di­ 
vine to find in the character of the less 
consp icu ou s widow material for sp irit­ 
u al lessons. 
His text is Ru th i, 14: 
“And they lifted u p their voice and wep t 
again: and Orp ah kissed her mother-in- 
law ; bu t Ru th clave u nto her. ” Fol­ 
lowing is the sermon: 
Moab was a heathen land. 
Naomi 
is abou t to leave it and go into the land 
of Bethlehem. 
She has two dau ghters- 
in-law, Ru th and Orp ah, who conclu de 
to go with her. 
Naomi tells them they 
had better not leave their native land 
and u ndertake the hardship of the 
jou rney, bu t they will not be p ersu aded. 
They all three start ou t on their jou r­ 
ney. 
After awhile Naomi, althou gh 
she highly p rized the comp any of her 
two dau ghters-in-law, attemp ted again 
to p ersu ade them to go back, becau se of 
the hardship and self denial throu gh 
which they w ou ld be obliged to go. 
Ru th resp onds in the words from 
which I once discou rsed to you : “ En­ 
treat me not to leave thee, nor to re­ 
tu rn from following after thee, for 
where thou goest I will go, and where 
thou lodgest I will lodge; thy p eop le, 
shall be my p eop le and thy God my 
God; where thou diest will I die, and 
there will I be bu ried; the Lord do so 
to me and more also if au ght bu t death 
p art thee and me. ’1 
Not so with her 
sister Orp ah. 
Her determination had 
already been shaken. 
The length and 
p eril of the jou rney began to ap p all her, 
and she had worship ed the gods of 
Moab so long that it was hard to give 
them u p . 
From that p oint Orp ah 
tu rned back, the p arting being de­ 
scribed in the words of my text: And 
they lifted u p their voice and wep t 
again, and Orp ah kissed her mother-in- 
law, bu t Ru th clave u nto her. 
LESSONS FROM THE STORY OF ORPAH. 
Learn from this story of Orp ah that 
some of those who do not leave the 
Moab of their iniqu ities are p ersons ol 
fine su scep tibility. 
It was comp assion 
for Naomi in her widowhood and sor­ 
row that led Orp ah to start with her 
toward Bethlehem. 
It was not becau se 
of any lack of affection for her that she 
tu rned back. 
We know this from the 
grief exhibited at p arting. 
I do not 
know bu t that she had as mu ch warmth 
and ardor of natu re as Ru th, bu t she 
lacked the cou rage and p ersistence of 
her sister. 
That there are many with 
as fine su scep tibility as Orp ah who will ] 
not take u p their cross and follow 
Christ is a tru th which needs bu t little 
demonstration. 
Many of those who] 
have become the followers of Jesu s 
have bu t very little natu ral imp ressi­ 
bility. 
Grace often takes hold of the 
hardest heart and the most u nlovely 
character and transforms it. 
It is a 
hammer that breaks rocks. 
In this Clirist often shows his p ower, 
it wants bu t little generalship to con 
qu er a fiat cou ntry, bu t might of artil 
lery and heroism to take a fort manned 
and ready for raking cannonade. 
The 
great Cap tain of ou r salvation has | 
forced iiis way into many an armed 
castle. 
I dou bt not that Clirist cou ld 
have fou nd many a fisherman natu ral­ 
ly more noble hearted than Simon Pe­ 
ter, bu t there was no one by whose con­ 
version he cou ld more gloriou sly have 
magnified his grace. 
The conversion 
of a score of Johns wou ld not have 
illu strated the p ower of the 
Holy 
Ghost as 
mu ch as the conversion 
of one Peter. 
It wou ld have been 
easier to drive twenty Limbs Like John 
into the fold than to tame one lion like 
Peter. 
God has often made some of 
his most efficient servants ou t of men 
natu rally u nimp ressionable. 
As men 
take stiff and u nwieldy timbers, and 
u nder hu ge handed machinery bend 
them into the hu lk of great ship s, thu s 
God has often shap ed and bent into his 
service the most u nwieldly natu res, 
while those natu rally imp ressionable 
are still in their u nchanged state. 
HOW MANY NEVER BECOME CHRISTIANS! 
Oh, how many like Orp ah have warm 
affections and yet never become Chris­ 
tians 1 
Like Orp ah they know how to 
weep , bu t they do not know how to 
p rav. 
Their fineness of feeling leads 
them into the friendship s of the world, 
bu t not into commu nion with God. 
They can love everybody bu t him, who 
is altogether lovely. 
All other sorrow 
rends their heart, bu t they are u n 
tou ched by the woes of a dying Clirist. 
Good news tills them with excitement, 
bu t the glad tidings of great joy and 
salvation stir not their sou l. 
Anxiou s 
to do what is right, yet they rob God 
Gratefu l for the slightest favors, they 
make no retu rn to him who wru ng ou t 
the last drop of blood from his heart to 
deliver them from going down to the 
p it. 
They wou ld weep at the door of a 
p rison at the sight of a wicked cap tive 
in chains, bu t have no comp assion for 
their own sou ls, over which Satan, Like 
a grim jailer, holds the lock and key. 
When rep u lsive, grasp ing, u nsymp a­ 
thetic natu res resist the story of a 
Sav io ur's love it do es not ex cite ou r 
surprise; bu t it is amo ng the g reatest 
o f wo nders that so many 
who ex hibit 
Orpah’s susceptibility also exhibit 
Or- 
pah’s impenitency . 
t We are no t surprised that there is 


barreness in a desert, but a strang e 
thing is it that so metimes the Ro se of 
Sharon will not grow in a garden. 
On 
a su mmer morning we are not su rp rised 
to find a rock withou t any dew on it, 
bu t if going among & fioek of lilies we 
saw in them no glittering drop s we 
wou ld say, ‘ ‘W hat fou l sp rite has been 
robbing these vases?” 
We are not su r­ 
p rised that Herod did not become a 
Christian, bu t how strange that the 
you ng man Jesu s loved for his sweet­ 
ness of temp er shou ld not have loved 
the Redeemer. 
Hard hearted Felix 
trembled, p rou d Nebu chadnezzar re­ 
p ented and cru el Manasseh tu rned u nto 
the Lord; bu t many a natu re, affec­ 
tionate and gentle, has fou ght su ccess­ 
fu lly against divine influ ences. 
Many 
a dove has refu sed to come in the win­ 
dow of the ark, althou gh finding no rest 
for the sole of her foot. 
MANY START BUT TURN BACK. 
Again, the history of Orp ah imp resses 
u p on me the tru th that there are many 
who make a good starting, bu t after 
awhile change their minds and tu rn 
back. 
When these three mou rners 
start from their home in Moab there is 
as mu ch p robability that Orp ah will 
reach Bethlehem as that her sister Ru th 
and her mother-in-law Naomi will ar­ 
rive there. 
Bu t while these continu e 
in the jou rney they commenced Orp ah 
after awhile gets discou raged and tu rns 
back. 
This is the history of many a 
sou l. 
Perhap s it was du ring a revival 
of religion they resolved u p on a Chris­ 
tian life and made p rep arations to leave 
Moab. 
Before that they were indiffer­ 
ent to the sanctu ary; chu rches were 
necessary evils. 
The minister almost 
always p reached p oor sermons, becau se 
they had not the heart to hear them. 
They thou ght the bread was not good, 
becau se their ap p etite was p oor. 
Re­ 
ligion did very well for invalids and the 
aged, bu t they had no desire for it. 
Su ddenly a change came u p on their 
sou l. They fou nd that something mu st 
be done. 
Every night there was a 
thorn in their p illow. 
There was gall 
in their wine. 
They fou nd that their 
p leasu res were only false lights of a 
swamp that rise ou t of decay and death. 
Losing their self control they were 
startled by their ow n p rayer, “God be 
mercifu l to me, a sinner.” They did 
not su sp ect it, bu t the Holy Ghost was 
in their sou l. 
Withou t tliinking what 
they were doing they bru shed the du st 
off the family Bible. 
The grou nd did 
not feel as firm u nder them, nor did the 
air seem as bright. 
They tried to dam 
back the flood of their emotions, bu t 
the attemp t failed, and they confessed 
their angu ish of sou l before they meant 
to. 
The secret was ou t 1 
They wanted 
to know what they mu st do to be saved. 
THE START FOR BETHLEHEM . 
With Ru th and Naomi weep ing Or­ 
p ah started for the land of Bethlehem. 
They longed for the Sabbath to come. 
Straight a s an arrow to the mark the 
sermon stru ck them. 
They thou ght 
the minister mu st have heard of theii 
case and was p reaching right at them. 
They thou ght the sermon was very short, 
nor did they once coil themselves u p in 
their p ew with their eyes shu t and head 
averted with an air of u nmoved dignity. 
They began to p ray with an earnestness 
that astonished themselves and aston­ 
ished others. 
Shoving the p lane, oi 
writing u p accou nts, or walking the 
street when you micrht have thou ght 
their mind entirely u p on the world, 
they were saying witliin themselves, 
“Oli, that 1 were a Christian!" 
Orp ah 
is fu lly started on the read to Bethle­ 
hem. 
Christian friends observing the 
religiou s anxiety of tlie awakened sou l 
say, *‘Ke mast certainly he a Cliristian. 
There is another soldier in Christ's 
ranks; another sick one has been cu red 
of the lep rosy.” 
The observers tu rn 
their attention another way. 
They 
say, “Orp ah is safe enou gh; she ha- 
gone to Bethlehem. ” 
Alas! 
Alas! 
Starting ou t for heav­ 
en is a very different thing from arriv­ 
ing there. 
Remember Lot's wife. She 
looked back with longing to the p lace 
from which she came and was destroy­ 
ed. 
Half way bet ween Sodom and the 
city 
of Refu ge that strange gtorm 
comes u p on her, and its salt and brim 
stone gather on her garments u ntil 
they are so stiffened she cannot p ro­ 
ceed, nor can she lie down becau se of 
this dreadfu l wrap p ing arou nd her gar 
ments and limbs; and long after her 
life has gone she still stands there so 
covered u p by the strange storm that 
she is called a p illar of salt, as some 
sailor on ship ’s deck in the wintry tein 
p est stands covered with a mail of ice. 
Ten thou sand times ten thou sand 
men have been destroyed half way be 
tween Sodom and the city of Refu ge. 
Orp ah might as well never have started 
as afterward to tu rn back. 
Yet mu lti­ 
tu des have walked in her footstep s. Go 
among those the lea^t interested in sa­ 
cred things and you will find that they 
were once ou t of the lau d of Moab. 
Every one of them p rayed right heart­ 
ily and stu died their Bibles and fre­ 
qu ented the sanctu ary, bu t Lot's wife 
looked back wistfu lly to Sodom and 
Orp ah retreated from the comp any of 
Ru th and Naomi. 
It is an imp ressive 
thou ght that after Orp ah had gone so 
far as actu ally to look over into the 
land of Bethlehem she tu rned back and 
died in Moab. 
TO TURN 
BACK MEANS TO STRUGGLE. 
Again, let ou r su bject Imp ress u p on u s 
the tru th tliat those who have once felt 
it their du ty to leave their natu ral state 
cannot give u p their du ty and go back 
to hardness of heart withou t a stru g­ 
gle. 
After Orp ah 
had 
thorou ghly 
made u p her mind to g o back to the 
place from which she started she went 
thro ug h the sad scene o f parting with 
Ruth and Nao mi. My tex t say s: “ They 
lifted up their v o ice and wept.” Ah, 
my hearer, it requ ires mo re decisio n 
and persev erance to stay away fro m 


the kingdom of God than to enter it. 
Althou gh she did not know it Orp ah 
p assed throu gh a greater stru ggle in 
tu rning back into the land of Moab 
than wou ld have been necessary to 
take her clear throu gh to Bethlehem. 
Su p p ose you that those p ersons who 
have remained in their evil ways have 
had no stru ggle ? Why, they have 
been obliged to fight every inch of their 
way. 
The road to death is not su ch 
easy traveling as some ministers have 
been accu stomed to describe it. 
From beginning to end it is fighting 
against the sharp sword of the Sp irit. 
It is climbing over the cross. It is wad­ 
ing throu gh the deep blood of the Son 
of God. 
It is scaling mou ntains of 
p rivilege. 
It is wading throu gh lakes 
of sorrow. 
It is breaking over com­ 
mu nion tables and bap tismal fonts 
and 
p u lp its 
and 
Bibles. 
It 
is 
wedging one’s self throu gh between 
p iou s 
kindred, 
who 
stand before 
and p ress u s back and hold on to 
u s by their p rayers even after we have 
p assed them in ou r headlong downward 
career. 
No man ou ght to think of u n­ 
dertaking to go back into Moab after 
having come within sight oi Bethlehem, 
u nless he have a heart that cannot be 
made to qu ake, and a su re foot that 
will not slip among infinite p erils, and 
an arm that can drive back the Son of 
God, who stands in the center of the 
broad road sp reading ou t his arms and 
shou ting into the ear of the thou ght­ 
less p ilgrim, “Stop ! stop !” 


THE SINNER'S BURDEN H EA V IER THAN 
TH E CROSS. 
We talk abou t taking u p the cross 
and following Jesu s, bu t that cross is 
not half so heavy as the bu rden which 
the sinner carries. 
It is a very solemn 
thing to be a Christian, bu t it is a more 
solemn thing not to be a Christian. 
There are mu ltitu des who, afraid of 
the self denials of the Christian, ru sh 
into the harder self denials of the u n­ 
believer. 
No yoke bu t Christ's, how 
ever tight and galling! 
Orp ah goes 
back to her idolatries, bu t she re­ 
tu rns weep ing; and all who follow her 
will find the same sorrows. 
Ju st in 
p rop ortion as gosp el advantages have 
been nu merou s will be the distu rbance 
of the heart that will not come to 
Christ. 
The Bible says in regard to the p lace 
where Christ was bu ried: “In the midst 
of the garden there was a sep u lcher;” 
and in the midst of the most flowery 
enjoyments of the u np ardoned there is 
a chilliness of death. 
Althou gh they 
may p u ll ou t the arrows that strike 
their sou l from the Almighty's qu iver, 
there remain a sting and a smarting. 
If men wrench themselves away from 
Christ they will bear the mark of his 
hand by which he wou ld have rescu ed 
them. 
The p leasu res of the world 
may give temp orary relief from the u p ­ 
braiding of conscience, bu t are like 
stu p efying dru gs that du ll the p ain only 
temp orarily. 
Ahab has a great kingdom and you 
wou ld think he ou ght to be hap p y with 
his cou rtiers and chariots and p alaces, 
yet he goes to bed sick becau se Nahoth 
will not sell him his vineyard. 
H&man 
is p rime minister of the greatest nation 
in the world, and yet one p oor man 
who will not bow the head makes him 
u tterly miserable. 
Herod monop olizes 
the most of the world's honor, and yet 
is thrown into a rage becau se they say 
a little child is, bom in B thlehc i who 
may after a while disp u te Ills au thority. 
Byron conqu ered the world with his 
p en and yet said that he felt more u n­ 
hap p iness from the criticism of the 
most illiterate reader than he exp eri 
enced p leasu re from the p raise of all 
the talented. 


A LESSCN FROM SHENSTONE'S LIFE . 
In the last centu ry in England lived 
the immortal Shenstone. 
Portions of 
his life were given to the writing of 
p oetry, bu t this was not evidently the 
field for which natu re had equ ip p ed 
him. His name will never be forgotten, 
becau se of the home which he adorned 
and beau tified u ntil there p robably 
never has been so bright a sp ot since 
the Garden of Eden as what he loved 
to call “The Leasowee.” In addition to 
the marvels which natu re had wrou ght 
he added the p erfection of art. 
Arbor 
and terrace and slop e and ru stic tem 
p ie and reservoir and u rn and fou ntain 
here had their crowning. 
Oak and 
yew and hazel p u t on their glory of 
verdu re. 
What the greenness of deep 
grass and the foam of cascade and the 
glitter of still lake cou ld give of beau ty 
were added. 
No life was more diligent 
and no sou l more ingeniou s than those 
of Shenstone, and all that geniu s and 
diligence were directed to the adorn 
ment of that treasu red sp ot. 
What 
more cou ld one want to make home 
hap p y ? 
Yet there is one man who sits sighing 
in those bowers, and casting gloomy 
looks u p on those p arks, and the mirth 
of leap ing waterfalls makes no melody 
in his ear. 
it is Shenstone, the owner 
of the Leasowes. 
“ I have lost my road 
to hap p iness.” says the desp ondent 
man. 
“ I am angrv and enviou s and 
dejected and frantic, and disregard all 
p resent things, ju st as it becomes a 
madman to do.” 
My friends, there is 
no solid hap p iness in anything bu t re 
ligion. 
I care not how bright a home 
Orp ah has In Moab, when she tu rns 
away from du ty she tu rns away from 
p eace. 
Amid the bacchanalia of Bel 
sliazzar's feast and the glitter of chal­ 
ices there al ways will come ou t a hand­ 
writing on the wall fearfu lly ominou s: 
“Tekel”—-weighed in the balances and 
fou nd wanting. 
When you can reap 
harvests off bare rocks, and gather 
balm o ut o f nightshade, and make su n 
lig ht sleep in tue heart o f sepulchers, 
and build a firm ho use o n a ro cking 
billo w, then can an unpardo ned so ul 
find firm enio x ment amid its trans­ 


g ressio ns. 
Then can Orp ah g o back to 
Mo ab withou t weeping . 
FAM ILIES DIVIDED BY RELIGION. 
Again, this su bject teaches that a 
religiou s choice and the want of it fre­ 
qu ently divide 
families. 
Ru th and 
Orp ah and Naomi were tenderly at­ 
tached. 
They were all widows, and 
their life had been consecrated by a 
bap tism of tears. 
In the fire of trial 
their affections had been forged. 
To­ 
gether they were so p leasantly u nited 
you can hardly imagine them sep arated. 
Yet a fatal line is drawn dividing them 
from each 
other, p erhap s 
forever. 
Naomi cannot live in a heathen cou n­ 
try. 
She mu st go into Bethlehem, that 
there among the p iou s she may worship 
the tru e God. 
Ru th makes a similar 
choice, bu t Orp ah rebels. 
“And they 
lifted u p their voice and wep t again, 
and Orp ah kissed her mother-in-law, 
bu t Ru th clave u nto her. ” The history 
of this family of Elimeleeh is the his­ 
tory cf many families of this day. 
How often it is that in a circle of rel­ 
atives, while they look alike, and walk 
alike and talk alike there is a tre­ 
mendou s difference. 
Ou twardly u nited 
in the affectional relations of this life, 
they are sep arated in the most im 
p ortant resp ects. 
Some now are the 
children of light and others the chil­ 
dren of darkness. 
These are alive 
in Christ and those are dead in sin, 
Ru th in the land of Bethlehem, Orp ah 
in Mp ab. Of the same family arc David 
and Solomon, worship ers of the most 
high God, and Adordjah and Absalom, 
who live and die the enemies of all 
righteou sness. 
Belonging to the same 
family was the holy and devou t Eli 
and the reckless Phineas and Hop hni. 
Jonathan 
Edwards, the good, and 
Pierrep ont Edwards, the bad, belong 
to the same family. 
Aaron Bu rr, the 
dissolu te, had a most excellent father. 
Dying yet immortal hearer, by the 
solemnity of the p arental and filial 
and conju gal relation, by the sacred­ 
ness of the family hearth, by the honor 
of the family name, by the memory of 
dep arted kindred, I p oint ou t this p art 
ing of Ru th and Orp ah. 
WHY PE O PL E REFU SE CHRIST. 
Again, this su bject su ggests to me 
two of the p rominent reasons why p eo­ 
p le refu se the kingdom of Christ. There 
may have been many other reasons why 
Orp ah left her sister and mother-in-law 
and went back home, bu t there were 
two reasons which I think were more 
p rominent than the rest. She had been 
brou ght u p in idolatries. She loved the 
heathen gods which her ancestors had 
worship ed, and thou gh these blocks of 
wood and stone cou ld not hear, she 
thou ght they cou ld hear, and thou gh 
they cou ld not see, she thou ght they 
cou ld see, and thou gh they cou ld not 
feel, she thou ght they cou ld feel. 
A 
new religion had been brou ght to her 
attention. 
She had married a godly 
man. 
She mu st often have heard her 
mother-in-law talk of the God of Israel. 
She was so mu ch shaken in her original 
belief that she conclu ded to leave her 
idolatries, bu t coming to the margin of 
the land of Bethlehem her determina- 
! tion failed her and sp eedily she retu rned 
to her gods. 
This is the very reason why mu lti­ 
tu des of p ersons never become Chris­ 
tians. 
They cannot bear to give u p 
their gods. 
Bu siness is the American 
Ju ggernau t that cru shes more men than 
the great car of the Hindoos. 
To it 
they say their morning and evening 
p rayers. 
A little of Christ's religion 
inay creep into the Sabbath, bu t Mon­ 
day, Tu esday, Wednesday, Thu rsday, 
Friday and Satu rday are the days de­ 
voted to this American idol. 
Every 
hou r 
there 
is a 
sacrifice on the 
altar. 
Home du ties, health of body, 
manly strength and immortal affections 
mu st ail bu m in this holocau st. 
Men 
act as thou gh they cou ld take their 
bonds and mortgages and saws and 
trowels and axes and day books with 
them into the kingdom of heaven. 
There are many who have no u nholy 
thirst for gold, yet who are devoting 
themselves to their worldly occu p ations 
with a ru inou s intensity. 
Men of the 
stock exchange, men of the yardstick, 
men of the saw, men of the trowel, men 
of the day book, what will become of 
you , if u nforgiven, in the great day 
when there are no hou ses to bu ild, and 
no goods to sell, and no bargains to 
make ? 
It is p ossible to devote one’s self 
even to a lawfu l calling u ntil it be­ 
comes sinfu l. 
There is no excu se on 
the earth or u nder the earth for the 
neglect of ou r deathless sp irit. 
Lydia 
was a seller of p u rp le^ yet she did not 
allow her extensive occu p ation to keep 
her from becoming a Clirist ian. Daniel 
was secretary of state and attorney 
general in the emp ire of Babylon, and 
yet three times a day he fou nd time to 
p ray with his face toward Jeru salem. 
The man who lias no time to attend to 
religion will have no time to enter 
heaven. 
TH E W ORSHIP OF MAMMu N. 
Bu t there are others who. while their 
worldly occu p ation has no p articu lar 
fascination over them, are entirely ab 
sorbed in the gains that come to that 
occu p ation. 
This is the worship of 
Mammon. 
The ring of dollars and 
cents is the only litany they ever u tter. 
Thou gh in the last day the earth itself 
will not be worth a farthing, a heap of 
ashes scattered in the whirlwind, they 
are now giving their time and eternity 
for the acqu isition of so mu ch of it as 
you might at last hold in the hollow of 
one hand. 
The American 
Indian who gave 
enou gh land to make a state ou t of for 
a string of beads made a p rincely bar 
gain comp ared with the sp ecu lation of 
that man who g ains the whole wo rld 
and lo ses his o wn so ul. 
Ho w much 
comfort do the men take who died o n 
fo rg iv en ten y ears ag o , leav ing larg e 
fo rtunes to their heirs? Do they ev e7 


come u p to cou nt the gold they hoard 
ed or walk throu gh the mansions they 
bu ilt? Thou gh they cou ld have bou ght 
an emp ire, they have not new as mu ch 
money as you have this moment in 
you r p ocket. Solomon looked u p on hi- 
p alace and the grou nds su rrou nding it 
p ools rimmed with gold and circling 
roads along which at times ru shed his 
fou rteen hu ndred chariots, w hile u nder 
the ou tbranching sycamores and cedar- 
walked the ap es and p eae<x'ks which 
by the navy of 
Hiram had 
been 
brou ght from Tarshish, and from th* 
window cu rtains with embroidered geld 
and p u rp le throu gh which came ou t 
the thrill of harp s and p salteries min 
gling with the song of the waters. 
When Solomon saw that all these 
lu xu ries of sight and sou nd had been 
p u rchased by his wealth he broke forth 
in the exclamation, “Money answereth 
ah things.” 
Bu t we cannot receive it 
as literal. 
It cannot still the voice of 
conscience. 
It cannot drown the sor 
rows of the sou l. 
It cannot p u t a bribe 
in the hand of death. 
It cannot u nlock 
the gate of heaven. 
The tower of Si 
loam fell and killed eighteen of its ad 
mirers, bu t this idol, to whose worship 
the exchanges and banks and cu stom 
hou ses of the worla have been dedi 
cated, will fall and cru sh to death it> 
thou sands. 
Bu t I cannot enu merate 
the idolatries to which men give them 
selves. 
They are kep t by them from a 
religiou s life. 
“YTe cannot serve God 
and Mammon,” and the first thing that 
Christ does when he comes into the 
temp le o i the sou l is to drive ou t the 
exchangers. 


DO NOT TURN BACK BECAUSE OF DREAD. 
Bu t it was not only the gods of Moab 
that made Orp ah leave her sister and 
inother-in law. 
She dou btless had a 
dread of the hardship to which they 
wou ld be exp osed on the jou rney to 
Bethlehem, and Orp ah was not alone 
in the fear. 
Dou btless some of you 
have been ap p alled and driven back by 
the self-denials of the Christian life. 
The tau nt of the world, the charge ol 
hyp ocrisy which they wou ld sometimes 
be obliged to confront, has kep t many 
away from the land of Bethlehem. 
They sp end their life in cou nting the 
cost; and becau se a Christian life de­ 
mands so mu ch cou rage and faith they 
dare not begin to bu ild. 
Perhap s they 
are cou rageou s in every other resp ect. 
They are not timid in p resence of any 
danger excep t that of tni« t!ng in the 
infinite mercy of Christ. 
The sheep are more afraid of the shep ­ 
herd than of the wolves. 
They shrink 
away from the p resence of Clirist as 
thou gh he were a tyrant rather than a 
friend who sticketh closer than a broth 
er. 
They feel more safe in the ranks 
of the enemy, where they mu st su ffer 
infinite defeat, than in the army ol 
Clirist, which shall be more than con
